initially disclosed in the Washington 
Post and tile New York Times. 
The $6 million was going directly to 
members of the Christian Democratic 
and Democratic Socialist parties in an 
attempt to head off what Secretary of

President Ford’s campaign officials 
say a poll showing a 7 per cent drop ufi 
Ford’s popularity is a temporary 
setback resulting from v oter apathy. 
But a spokesman for Ronald Reagan 
indicated he thought the figures mean 
Uie coiuitry is looking for leaderiUiip. 
Ford, who has yet to make his first 
1976 political trip, went by motorcade 
Wednesday from the White House to 
hLs campaign headquarters six blocks 
away. He met about 130 campaign 
workers and expressed continued 
confidence in his campaign manager, 
Howard H. Callaway. 
But a short time later, a campaign 
.spokesman said the Ford election 
committee had been told the results of 
a new Gallup poll showing a decline in 
Ford’s popidarity to 39 per cent, only 
two points abov e his all-time low 
Gallup rating. 
As Ford was making his first v isit to 
his own campaign headquarters, 
Reagan, his riv al for the Republican 
presidential nomination, ended three 
days of campaigning in New Hamp­ 
shire and flew to North Carolina. 
A Ford aide said the campaign 
committee was “obv iously concerned” 
about the poll but added, “As we get 
near the primary dates, support will 
harden and we think it wiU swing hack 
to the F*resident as his policies and 
programs become known. Such 
sizeable shifts of support for can­ 
didates are not surprising at this stage 
of the campaign.” 
In a statement, the Ford spf^esman 
said polls made for Ford show “soft- 
ne.HS of support for all candidates 
because of v oter apathy and a lack of 
information on any of the candidates 
and what they stand for.” 
But a spokesman for Reagan said,

Today yields should be 
about 60 bushels per acre if proper 
management is followed. 
The proper use of nitrogen as a plant 
food tool has been the key to increased 
yields along 
with the modern 
technology now av ailable. 
During his career with tiie soil 
conserv ation serv ice and his early 
years on the Noble County farm, 
Archer has seen the demise of the 
horse as the source of power for the 
farmer, replaced by ev er-increasingly 
larger tractors. He has seen yields 
triple and the size of the farm unit 
increase by fiv e to 10 times. Ev en in 
his own work, the slide rule has been 
replaced by the electronic calculator.

bare soil never becomes exposed to the 
elements. 
The soil and water ctmservation 
district also serves on the subdivision 
development board of review as a 
m eans of assuring that housing 
developments are compatible with the 
agriculture community. According to 
Archer, one of the big problems with 
subdivision developments is the in­ 
terruption of existing 
drainage 
systems. Tile lines are sometimes cut 
by a builder during the construction of 
a home and frequently these lines are 
not restored. 
The office also has assisted with the 
flood hazard study of Hargus-Hominy 
Creek Watershed and with the design 
of the irrigating waste disposal system 
at Deer (Yeek State Park. The office 
had a hand in planning 1,800 acres of 
wildlife habitat at Deer Creek. 
Twenty-five years ago most farmers 
in Pickaway County managed their 
crop land with a rotation of cx)m, 
wheat and meadow. Today, the 
m anagem ent practices emphasize 
continual row crops and the small 
grains such as wheat and oats play less 
of a role in the economy of the 
agriculture community. 
The average com yield 25 years ago 
according lo Archer was about 55 
bushels per acre in Pickaway County. 
Now the average is 90 bushels per acre 
and with the technology available to 
farmers, they should not be satisfied 
with a yield of less than 150 buirfiels per 
acre he says. 
Twenty-five years ago a yield of two 
tons dry matter per acre on meadow 
was considered excellent. Today yields 
(rf five to six tons are not unusuisl when 
proper management and fertilization 
are put to use. 
Soybean yields have tripled over the 
years and have become a major crop 
lo cxiunty fanners. Twenty-five years 
ago yields averaged about 20 tnishels 
per acre and few farmers bothered to 
grow them. Today yields should be 
abcNit 60 bushels per acre if proper 
management is followed. 
The proper use of nitrogen as a plant 
food tool has been the key to increased 
yields 
along 
with 
the 
modern 
technology now available. 
During his career with the soil 
conservation service and his early 
years on the Noble County farm. 
Archer has seen the demise of the 
horse as the source of power for the 
farmer, replaced by ever-increaaingly 
larger tractors. He has seen yields 
triple and the size of the farm unit 
increase by five to IO times. Even in 
his own work, the slide rule has been 
replaced by the electronic calculator. 
What's in the future? 
“We will see more demand for high 
food production. We must begin now 
reserving the good land for agriculture 
use. We can not allow it to be covered 
up with housing developinents, in­ 
dustry or roads,’’ Archer says. 
To meet this demand, fanners will 
have to utilize every land management 
tool available.

Stebbins 
To Fight 
Dismissal 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
ousted chairman of the Crfiio Industrial 
Cummis.sion ha.s indicated he will fight 
his removal from office by Gov. James 
A. Rhodes 
Gregory J. Stebbins, who was 
dismissed Wednesday by the governor, 
said, "I intend to waive none of my 
rights with respect to the holding of the 
office which I occupy.’’ He has seven 
days to file a formal appeal. 
In announcing his decision, Rhodes 
accused Stebbins of “Incffidency in 
office, neglect of duty, misfeasance, 
malfeasance and nonfeasance.’’ The 
three-member commission oversees 
the state’s workmen’s compensation 
benefit program. 
"I have reviewed the order,’’ 
Stebbins said, “and while sixne of the 
contents of it are vague and non­ 
specific, I am confident that they 
represent no wrongdoing whatsoever 
on my part. 
“I have always given my best efforts 
to the people of the State of Ohio as a 
member of the Industrial Commission, 
and I am quite sure that there is no 
cause for my removal,’’ he said. 
Rhodes said his office had conducted 
an investigation of Stebbins baaed on 
questions raised in newspaper reports 
and at legislative hearings and 
“statements from private citizens.*’ 
The accusations range from a 
questionable personal real estate 
transaction to alleged approval of 
disability claims on behalf of dead 
persona. 
Stebbins, a Democrat and former 
Ohio AFIXTO official, was appointed 
to the industrial commission in 1972 by 
former Gov. John J. GiUigan. His term 
was to have expired in August 1977.

A security officer at the establish­ 
ment was horrified by this leg al 
decision, and said: “ We are try ing to 
surv iv e. Take away surv eillance in 
dressing rooms, and we are at the 
mercy of criminals.” 
The judg e remained firm, howev er, 
stating that the Fourth Amendment 
a ffords indiv idua ls “ a rea sona ble 
ex pectation of priv acy .” To keep one 
shoplifter honest, it is not necessary or 
leg al to spy on many shoppers. “ The 
function of a fitting room is, after all, 
to prov ide a place where a customer 
can try on items of clothing in priv ate, 
undisturbed from the observ ation of 
others,” he concluded. 
Milonas did not g o so far as to ban 
the spy ing practice in the store in 
question, or in any qther store. So 
presum a bly , 
the 
heretofore 
un­ 
suspected surv eillance of undressing 
shoppers could continue. 
There are two possible solutions, for 
the shopper: 
Decline to try on clothes in the store, 
if y ou see ey es behind the scaffolding , 
and take them home on approv al for 
priv a te modeling .

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I have been told that I have a breast 
cancer. 
I heard somewhere that 
treatment with X-ray is just as 
curaUve as removal of the breast 
What do you think? 
Mrs. J. W., Ohio 
Dear Mrs. W.: 
Since urgency of treatment is so 
important in such cases I have already 
answered this letter directly to you so 
that no time would be wasted. 
In addition, I would like my readers, 
too, to know that many women are 
confused by the advantages of surgery 
as against X-ray treatment for cancers 
of the breast. 
It is reasonable to assume that 
surgery would not be the “preferred" 
course of action by the patient. 
Many women would even subject 
themselves to risks rather than have 
the disfiguring operation for the 
removal of the breast. 
It should be understood that there 
are many kinds of tumors in different 
parts of the breast that affect the 
judgment of the doctor and the 
surgeon. The age group (rf the patient, 
and the ability of the patient to 
withstand massive breast surgery are 
taken into consideration in the process 
known as “surgical judgment .’’ 
Patients themselves must not, and 
dare not, risk their lives on their own 
emotional reaction to their disease. 
The doctor, the surgeon and the 
radiologist are the only ones who can 
coordinate their years of experience 
and arrive at individual treatment for 
each case. 


Surgery in many instances is ac­ 
tually the most conservative approach 
to such a serious problem. Total 
mastectomy, partial mastectomy, 
post-operative X-ray treatment and 
anti-cancer drugs are highly complex 
factors to be considered in the life­ 
saving process of breast cancer 
surgery. 


The emotions of the patient are 
certainly taken into consideration. But 
doctors cannot be pressured into 
straying from their medical Judgment 
by bending to the understandable 
emotional upheaval of tfieir patients. 


I have numbness and tingling of the 
fingers of my right hand.

Simple surgery can cure this con­ 
dition, if drugs and cortisone have 
been ineffective. 
Jamaica, Guyana 
May Back Soviets 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. in­ 
telligence sources predict two more 
Western Hemisphere countries will 
soon come out in support of the Soviet- 
backed faction in the Angola civil war. 
Intelligence sources said they have 
received strong indications that the 
governments of Jamaica in the 
Caribbean and Guyana in South 
America will formally recognize the 
Popular Movement for the Liberation 
of Angola iMPLA), an action already 
taken by Brazil. 
These sources forecast that such 
action will follow expected recognition 
of the MPLA by the Organization of 
African Unity (OAU), which convenes 
later this week in Addis Ababa, Eth­ 
iopia. 
U.S. intelligence sources also have 
been watching the movement of a 
Soviet guided-missile destroyer down 
tile west coast of Africa in recent days 
for any indications it may sail toward 
Angola. At last report, the destroyer 
was steaming west of Guinea. 
The Russians have stationed an 
amphibious tank-landing ship some 300 
miles off the northern Angolan coast 
for some time in what is regarded by 
some U.S. analysts as a further 
demonstration of Soviet interest in that 
area of Africa and its adjoining 
waters. 
The Soviets have moved destroyers 
and tank-landing ships in and out of 
Conakry. Guinea, for several years. 
Analysts say that even if tile destroyer 
meets with the tank-landing ship at sea 
off Angola. It would be more a sym­ 
bolic, show-theflag gesture than a 
significant military show of force, 
considering the relatively small naval 
power involved, 
On the diplomatic front, sources said 
a 
three-man 
MPLA 
delegation 
recently visited both Jamaica and 
Guyana and received assurances of at 
least moral support from leaders of 
both countries 
There are reports that Guyana may 
demonstrate its support for the MPLA 
by sending a small medical team to 
Angola. 
More significantly, recognition of 
the MPI .A could be followed by open 
use of Guyana’s facilities for refueling 
Cuban airplanes lifting troops to Ango­ 
la. This would amount to defiance of 
the United States. 
lf, as U.S. intelligence expects, 
Guyana formally backs the MPI A, it 
would be somewhat ironic because 
Guyana's present prime minister, 
Forbes Burnham, was installed in 1964 
with substantial help from the CIA. 


The CIA was concerned at the time 
over control of the Guyana govern­ 
ment by Marxist Cheddi Jagan 
As for recent fighting in Angola, U.S. 
intelligence sources said the MPLA 
may have taken Negage. described as 
a key strongpoint in northern Angola, 
from U.S.-supported troops. 
Reports reaching Washington said 
Soviet-built T34 tanks were used in the 
attack on Negage, a possible indication 
that Cuban troops are engaged. 
Sources said last week that there were 
signs a tank unit of the regular Cuban 
army had entered the war 
U.S. intelligence reports tended to 
support South African press accounts 
of a new MPLA offensive, with the 
apparent loss of the important north 
Angolan town (rf Carmona by the U.S.- 
backed NaUonal Front (FNLA).

Dolthan, Ala., and Portsmouth, 
which has a uranium enrichment 
plant, are being considered as sites for 
the multibillion dollar facility. 


“This plant will mean thousands of 
construction jobs and an addiUonal 
1,500 permanent jobs in an area where 
they are needed,” Rhodes wrote. 
"Every bit of logic argues that this 
plant should be located In Ohio, a 
position concurred in by the in­ 
dependent federal General Accounting 
Office which analyzed both sites. 


’ The state will devote its full efforts 
in the attempt to bring this facility, 
which manufactures fuel for atomic 
installations, to the Portsmouth area," 
Rhodes said. 
Unemployment in Scioto County 
where Portsmouth is located was 15.1 
percent at the beginning of December 
and neighboring Adams County was 
15.8 per cent of the work force. 
Rhodes said land for tile facility is 
available and owned by the federal 
government.

We’ve revived this recipe from the 
1960s because it’s usually popular. 
2 pounds ground pork 
14 cups chopped onion 
20-ounce can crushed pineapple,

2 teaspoons dry mustard 
V« teaspoon pepper 
V« teaspoon ground ginger 
^4 teaspoon ground cloves 
2 tablespoons soy sauce 
4 cup chopped green pepper 
2 tablespoons flour 


Pastry for a 2-crust 10-inch pie 
In a large skillet brown pork and 
onion, drain off excess drippings. Stir 
in the remaining ingredients for filling 
except green pepper and flour; 
simmer until no liquid is visible — 30 
minutes; stir in green pepper and 
flour. Turn into pastry-lined 10-inch pie 
plate; adjust top crust and make 
numerous vents; trim, flute and seal 
edge. Bake in a preheated 425-degree 
oven until lightly browned — 25 to 35 
minutes. Makes 8 servings. 


BUTTERED SNAP BEANS 
2 quarts water 
1 tablespoon salt 
1 pound snap beans, tipped 
2 tablespoons butter or margarine 


In a 3-c|uart covered saucepot bring 
the water and salt to a boil. Meanwhile 
with a vegetable brush scrub beans 
under cold running water. Add to 
boiling water. Cover tightly and bring 
again to a boil. Place cover slightly 
ajar and boil until beans are tender — 
usually 4 to 6 minutes. Drain at once, 
using saucepot cover to do so. Add 
butter and place over very low heat, 
tossing until butter melts. Taste and 
add more salt if desired. Serve at once. 
Makes 4 servings.

their green color so well, that many 
cooks are satisfied to make up the 
nutrient loss by way of other foods.)

Over very low heat, stirring often, 
melt 4 cup sugar until a light amber 
color; at once spoon 2 tablespoons into 
each of four 6-ounce custard cups, 
coating sides and bottoms. Place cups 
in a shallow baking pan. Gently beat 
together the egg substitute, V4 cup 
sugar, the vanilla and milk; pour into 
custard cups. Add enough hot water to 
baking pan to come up 1 inch. Bake in a 
preheated 350-degree oven until a knife 
tip inserted in center comes out clean 
— 45 to 50 minutes. Cool cups on wire 
rack. Chill. At serving time, loosen 
edges and turn out. Makes 4 servings.

DAYTON, Ohio (AP) - State 
Medical Board adm inistrator Dr.

News indicated that of 537 persons who 
died in Mon^omery County nursing 
homes during a 12-month period only 
55 were seen after death by the doctors 
who sig ned their death certificates.

Agencies. 
“We have a lot of chronically 
unemployed people here, very few 
natural resources and a serious 
housing shortage,” said Thomas Hahn, 
council executive director. “But one 
thing we do have is a lot of lumber.” 
The council owns its own logging 
equipment and leases two saw mills 
for its operation here in the area

as Vermont's 
Northeast 
Kingdom. Most of the labor comes 
from unskilled workers who are paid 
with federal manpower training 
money.

DAYTON, Ohio (AP) - State 
Medical Board administrator Dr. 
William Ijee said he'll ask Atty. Gen. 
William J. Brown to rule on whether 
doctors must see patients after death 
and diagnose the cause before signing 
death certificates. 
A recent survey by the Dayton Daily 
News indicated that of 537 persons who 
died in Montgomery County nursing 
homes during a 12-month period only 
55 were seen after death by the doctors 
who signed their death certificates. 
Steven Milby, an assistant Dayton 
city prosecutor, ruled recently that 
doctors must see patients after death 
and determine the cause if they are go­ 
ing to sign death certificates. 
Milby's formal opinion had been 
sought by the medical board. 
Ohio regulations require that the 
death certificate be “signed by the 
physician who attended the deceased 
or by the coroner within 48 hours after 
death.” The regulations define the at­ 
tending physician as the person in 
charge of the patient’s care “for the 
illness or condition which resulted in 
death.” 
Montgomery County Coroner Dr. 
Robert A. Zipf said he believes it is 
perfectly proper for one physician to 
sign a death certificate for another 
doctor.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio 
prisons soon may be admitting con­ 
victed felons through the front door 
and releasing them through the back 
unless more facilities are built, a state 
lawmaker claims. 
Rep. Alan E. Norris, R-27 Wester­ 
ville, says there is a danger that Ohio 
will be ordered by the federal govern­ 
ment to cut the number of persons 
admitted because facilities fail to meet 
minimum standards. 
Seven states—Florida, 
Arkansas, 
Mississippi, I/niisiana, Virginia, North 


Carolina, and Alabama—already have 
received such orders. “Without ad-- 
ditional funding to accommodate in­ 
creased space needs, Ohio could face, 
in the near future, a similarly ex­ 
plosive situation,” the Westerville 
attorney said. 
He and Rep Harry J. I,ehman, D-16 
Shaker Heights, are proposing in the 
newly convened legislature a con­ 
stitutional amendment that would 
provide $250 million in bonds for new 
prison and youth detention facilities. 
They envisioned 15-year bonds would

usually $2.10 an hour — but they're 
being trained so their skills are more 
marketable,” says council spokesman 
Jeff Hall. “ And that’s why we’re able 
to sell our houses so cheaply.” 
The three bedroom, ranchstyle 
homes made by the council are priced 
at about $18,000 and are sold only to 
families whose annual income is under 
$7,500, Hall said. The retail value of the 
buildings Is about $26,000, he said. 
“We just completed four or five 
homes in Newport. As soon as the holes 
were dug. the houses were sold,” he 
said. 
The homes come completely fur­ 
nished — carpeted and with all stan­ 
dard appliances. 
“They’re for people who otherwise 
might be in a substandard apartment 
building,” Hall said. “The family 
would pay just as much for rent and at 
the same time not be making an in­ 
vestment toward their future. We’re 
trying to change that.” 
The council's roughly 40 logging and 
building workers usually leave within 
a year to take better jobs with a 
private logging company or con­ 
tractor. The project began in 1971. 
“ But with the current job market the 
way it is we haven’t been able to turn 
them over once a year lately,” Hall 
said. 
Public reaction to the threecounty 
project is mixed, said Hahn. 
“The people who buy our houses 
could not afford one on the private 
market, so we’re not taking business 
away from contractors," he said. 
"And the private builders know where 
they can always get a good worker — 
from us.” Financing, appliances and 
furnishings for the homes come from 
local bankers and merchants, giving 
the area’s economy a boost, he said. 
Still, Hahn said there is resentment, 
primarily from persons whose in­ 
comes are just above the eligibility 
limit. 
‘“Why does that guy deserve a house 
when we can’t afford one un their 
reaction,” said Hahn. “I guess I would 
resent it, too." 


CLEVEI.AND (AP) - Between the 
central city’s skyscrapers and the 
encircling suburbs is a once-dying 
west side area that’s returning to life. 
It’s Ohio City, an original settlement 
on the banks of the Cuyahoga River 
that remained a prosperous city for 
years until Cleveland annexed it in 
1854. 
Through the years it became a haven 
for European immigrants, but then 
they began moving to the suburbs. 
New immigrants came from Appa­ 
lachia, Puerto Rico and the southern 
United States. 
Through the 1950s and 1960s, Ohio 
City began to crumble. By 1968, much 
of it seemed ready for the wrecking 
ball. 
But Carl Heintel, a bank president, 
and Bruce Hedderson, a newcomer 
employed in the area, felt it had a 
future. 
Hedderson says he took walks during 
the lunch hour and realized many 
improvements on the East Coast to 
preserve antiquity could be applied in 
Ohio City. 
With a bank's help and that of other 
interested citizens, revitalization 
began. John Saile, a 
beverage 
distributer and restaurant owner, was 
among the first to restore an ancient 
home. 
He felt the building was unin­ 
habitable when he first saw it, despite 
the 22 occupants in its three stories. 
With sandblasting for its brick and a 
coat of gray paint for its shutters, the 
14-room home took on a Bostonian ap­ 
pearance. 
Saile now makes his residence in 
nine of the rooms. When he walks 
around the neighborhood, he sees a 
trip back in time: Some buildings date 
back to 1835, and most were built front 
1865 to 1890. 
But the area is densely built. Zoning 
authorities say new construction and 
restoration must be prohibited if it 
requires a zoning variance because 
laws don’t permit houses to be so close 
together. 
Hedderson disagrees. 
“The city 
must provide some variance to zoning 
laws to preserve the charm of the 
area,” he said. 
Houses with lawns and driveways 
and garages are fine for the suburbs 
and those who want to live there, he 
says, but “some of us enjoy the house 
fronting on the street, close together, 
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with brick gardens instead of lawns.” 
Permitting people to move in and 
restore or build in the area is “giving 
people an opportunity to take control of 
their own environment,” he says. 
The head of the development cor­ 
poration that's handling much of the 
financing behind such purchase and 
restoration, Robert Wagner, says the 
company isn’t making anyone retain 
the antiquated decor. Rather, he says, 
“community pressure exercises that 
authority.”

Flags Stay 
On Uniforms

American flags are to remain a part of 
the uniform of the Columbus police 
department, but on the basis of some 
authorities’ interpretations the offi­ 
cers will have to switch sleeves. 
Right now the flag patches are worn 
on the right shoulder, but in­ 
terpretation of federal law and defense 
department instructions, by the Air 
Force would have American flag 
patches worn on the left side. 
An Air Force spokesman said “the 
rationale for left side only is that when 
the flag is worn the field of stars must 
be closest to the heart with the stripes 
trailing away from the direction of 
travel.” 
At the U.S. Army’s Institute of 
Heraldry in Alexandria, Va., a 
spokesman agreed. But he pointed out 
that there is one way the flag can be 
worn on the right side: by reversing 
the design so that the union—or stars 
are forward 


be paid off with an 80 cents hike in the

While the 
latter has been reduced “greatly,” 
Norris continued, “ I nevertheless 
believe there 
is evidence that 
criminals are receiving early release 
who normally would not, provided 
prison space were available.” 
Norris and I finnan concede the 
state's voters indicated an abhorrence 
for new taxes with their defeat last 
Nov. 4 of Gov. James A. Rhodes’ bond 
issue package. But they noted Rhodes 
asked for his in taxes on essentials— 
sales and gasoline—while theirs calls 
for hikes in so-called “sin” taxes. And, 
said Lehman, “we think we can fully 
demonstrate the need.” 
The legislators are pushing for needs 
listed by Corrections Chief George F. 
Denton, which include $188 million in 
new adult institutions, $31 million in 
additions and renovations at existing 
adult facilities and $31 million of im­ 
provements at juvenile centers. 
New adult facilities would be con­ 
structed in northeast, northern, and 
central Ohio, and in the greater Cin­ 
cinnati area. In all, they would provide 
5,000 new corrections units.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Most 
state employes get a raise and a new 
job title this week, but the process of 
reclassifying more than 80,000 civil 
service workers may yet prove to be a 
bureacratic nightmare.

CINCINNATI (AP) — Officials of 
the Atomic Safety and

The commission said it decided to 
conduct the hearings after receiving 
petitions from .several groups, in­ 
cluding the city of Cincinnati. 
The regulatory commission said it 
also had received petitions from the 
Miami Valley Power Project and two 
southwestern Ohio residents. No date 
has been set for the hearing 
The multimillion dollar facility is 
under construction on the north bank 
of the Ohio River, 24 miles southeast of 
Cincinnati. It is a joint project of Cin­ 
cinnati Gas St Electric Co., Columbus 
St Southern Ohio Electric Co. and the 
Dayton Power St light Co. 
Cincinnati, in its petition to the 
regulatory board, said it was con­ 
cerned about possible nuclear con­ 
tamination of its water supply .

NEW HAVEN, Conn. (AP) - A 
federal prosecutor argued Wednesday 
that IO weeks of evidence against nine 
men accused of destroying a huge fac­ 
tory in Shelton shows the company’s 
president stood to profit from the arson 
and the eight others helped him. 
U.S. Atty. Peter C. Dorsey summed 
up the case for a 12-member jury as 
final arguments opened in the U.S. 
District Court trial. 
Dorsey said the evidence against 
defendant Charles Moeller, 
the 
company president, was largely cir­ 
cumstantial. But he added financial 
problems at his plant and 935,000 paid 
to another defendant implicates him. 
“ All the motivation lies in insurance 
policies on which the company claimed 
nearly $63 million for losses in the 
fire,’’ he said. 
Moeller, the Rev. David N. Bubar 
and eight Pennsylvania men were 
indiced on arson related charges a 
month after dynamite blasts fed by 
gasoline destroyed the 2 Mi block long 
Sponge Rubber Products Co. plant. 
One of the IO men, John W. Shaw, 28, 
of Pittsburgh, Pa., later agreed to 
testify against the others and is the 
key witness in the case. 
Moeller, 48. of Cridersville, Ohio, 
heads and owns 58 per cent of the stock 
of Ohio Decorative Products, Sponge 
Rubber’s parent company. Bubar is a 
Memphis, Term minister who claims

TOUR DO, Ohio (A P) - High school 
and college athletes are stuffing 
themselves with high protein foods 
because of the false and potentially 
dangerous belief that overeating is the 
best way to build strong muscles, says 
a Minnesota physiologist. 
Dr. Ralph A. 
Nelson, assistant 
professor of physiology and associate 
professor of nutrition at the Mayo 
Medical School in Rochester, Minn., 
says protein more than any other food 
is thought to have particularly health­ 
ful properties. 
Both athletes and many coaches still 
reason that meat is muscle, that a 
person is what he eats and therefore a 
person will increase muscle mass by 
eating lots of meat. 
Dr. Nelson, however, maintains 
there is no demonstrated benefit 
whatsoever from eating excessive 
amounts of protein. 
He maintains that body muscle 
protein cannot be inceased by just 
eating high protein foods, a practice 
that just adds fat to the body mass. 
“ The only way muscle mass can be 
increased is by special exercise,” said 
the physiologist. 
“ The ordinary diet provides enough 
protein to meet the requirements for 
muscle hypertrophy. Again, it is im­ 
portant to stress that exercise, and not 
eating more protein, builds muscle 
mass,” he said. 
Dr. Nelson says there is evidence 
hinting that overconsumption of 
protein may have harmful effects in

We quickened our pace as the gaudy 
ringneck rooster legged it down a 
fencerow ahead of us, betraying its 
location occasionally by ducking in 
and out of heavy cover, more like a 
roadrunner than a pheasant.

“ He made us think about his 
problems of mobility and being self­ 
conscious from the braces with springs 
or elastic devices. What was needed 
was a form of internal braces.

only be used to replace one muscle of a 
counteracting pair, such as either the 
biceps or the triceps of the arm, but not 
both. 
It has been implanted in the legs of 
eight sheep thus far by orthopedic 
surgeons who cut out the three major 
muscles and attached the artificial de­ 
vice to the natural tendons. A second 
option would be to remove the tendons 
and attach the artificial muscle to the 
bone. 
The researchists say there has been 
difficulty in installing the prosthetic 
muscles made from silicone rubber, 
but with each new implant on the sheep 
there has been improvement. They say 
that most of the time the sheep walk 
quite well, instead of throwing or 
dropping their leg. 
Gardner says plans call for ex­ 
perimenting with IO to 15 sheep a year 
over a three-year period for long-term 
evaluation to determine the right 
muscle tone, stress, and whether the 
body will accept foreign substances 
without adverse effects. Silicone 
rubber already has been used to 
replace arthritic joints. 


CINCINNATI (AP) - U.S. Rep 
W illis Gradison, R-Ohio, said he fears 
the Federal Elections Act of 1971 may 
prove to be the vehicle of “ political 
pranks.”

The 
Democratic Congress Ls not about to 
drop the federal domestic programs 
Reagan proposes to turn over to the 
states, among them such things as food 
stamps, education and welfare aid, 
school lunch programs and housing 
subsidies. 
It stems from a speech Reagan 
made in Chicago Sept. 26, advocating a 
transfer of authority — which means 
programs, resources and revenues to 
pay for them — from Washington to 
state and local governments. 
Jeffrey Bell, Reagan’s campaign 
research chief in Washington, said the 
whole idea 
is decentralization of 
governm ent and enhanced local 
authority. He said the Reagan camp 
will be happy to have Ford cam ­ 
paigners take it up as an issue. 
"We intend to make it a major issue, 
too,” said Bell, a key draftsm an of the 
original Reagan speech. “ We think de­ 
centralization and getting the power 
out of Washington is a popular thing.” 
He said polls conducted for the 
Reagan campaign nationally and in 
New Hampshire support that belief. 
“ Northern New England is the home 
of the town meeting," Bell said in an 
interview. “ If we can’t sell the concept 
of decentralization and local respon­ 
sibility there, then maybe we don’t 
deserve to win.” 
"F ed e ra l authority has clearly 
failed to do the job,” Reagan said in 
the original Chicago speech. “ Indeed, 
it has created more problems in 
w elfare, education, housing, food 
stamps, Medicaid, community and re­ 
gional developm ent and revenue 
sharing, to name a few ... 
“ Transfer of authority in whole or 
part in all these areas would reduce 
the outlay of the federal government 
by more than $90 billion, using the 
spending levels of fiscal 1976,” the 
former California governor said. 
Reagan said th at would m ake 
possible a 23 per cent income tax cut, 
and a $5 billion start on paying off the 
national debt. He acknowledged there 
might have to be state tax increases, 
so states could take over payments on 
the programs they decide to continue 
According to a two-page account put 
together by 
Reagan's 
Washington 
staff, the proposed reductions would 
cut federal .spending to a level $81.9 
billion below that of the administration 
budget for the year that ends on June 
30. 
Because 
of 
inflation 
and 
congressional .spending increases, 
according to the Reagan analysis, the 
reductions actually would exceed $90 
billion 
Reagan had said that would provide 
room for a $25-billion personal income 
tax cut and a $5-billion budget surplus. 
But taxes already have been cut, at 
an $18-billion-a-year rate, and the 
federal deficit is expected to total $70 
billion to $74 billion Some reductions 
Reagan advocated already have been 
made. As a result, his proposal would 
add up to a budget with a relatively 
small deficit.
